The company 
charged nothing for carrying the tn**n*s 
effects, and what houses were puileJ 
djwn, to Ladysmith, but did not p?y 
the cost of their re-erectlon. or recoup 
those of tho meu whoso bouses were 
left, the loss, as sworn t*>, rangiug from 
|50 to 9300. 

Although about 200 families wrrs re¬ 
moved by virtue of the order, the con¬ 
tention of the company was that ita in¬ 
tention to tatahlish the miners at Lady¬ 
smith was mad*' clear, shortly aft. r start¬ 
ing . up the .mines, while a -good many 
of rbe miners maintained that the decis¬ 
ion was wit finally arrived at or an¬ 
nounced until after they had leased 
groutid and erected their houses. How¬ 
ever this may lie, the di«satUfn-tiun of 
many seemed to be not so much with 
the removal as with the way in which 
it waa brought about, aud it is just such 
arbitrary aud inconsiderate dealing that 
antagonises emp l o y ee* to thetr employ¬ 
ers, and ia at once a provocation and 
justification for the. formation of unions.

On be¬ 
ing told that th* Commission had be*n 
appointed to find ouf all the facta, and 
that he waa simply aaked to explain Mie 
telegram, he aske<i if he might be al¬ 
lowed an ad : ournment until he had con¬ 
ferred with other men. Asked if them 
was anything in the matter he had rea¬ 
son to be ashamed of, reply waa: 
“No. I don't think so. These things 
ara connected between our union and the 
Federation, and I might he ccmmlttlog 
myself in regard to th* secret and pri¬ 
vate affairs of our organisation. If I 
have to give this I would like an ad 
juiimment until T cut wit h -th* 

parties and confer with our lawyer ‘n 
the matter.'’ On hla undertaking to ap¬ 
pear before the Commission at Vancou¬ 
ver on the 3rd of June hu Was not ques¬ 
tioned further at the time in regard la 
It. Q u e s t io ne d further at Y’aneouver «n 
Juno 3rd, in regard to this telegram, bla 
reply wa* as follows: ^ 

Aa near as I can-mucinha-r that tclrgram 
for the calling on Mr. Baker was In con¬ 
nection with-was simply aent from Na¬ 
uaimo aa forwa rd ad on from lj»dy*mith In 
connection. I think, with the orgsulsatloa 
of the miner* at that town aa a request.

On Hay 2nd the miiwra in the employ 
of tho WtdlingtArfi Colliery CA>nipaiiy at 
L'r.iou went on strike under drcuipstirfr- 
A-es Homowhat similar to the ExtenaJ »n 
miners seven weeks before. A Leal of 
the Weati-rn Federation of Miu- r* wa* 
fortn<‘«l at Union on April f»th. Almost 
immediately after ita formation one af¬ 
ter th* other uf the officials of the unkin 
were dropped from the company's em¬ 
ploy. This waa not done in the way of 
a direct dismissal.-bat aa their place* in 
th* mine were worked out. new places 
! were t*>t found for them. Before the cud 
of the month the services of all the ufD- 
cats, of whom there were nine, with the 
exception of two, had been disproved 
; with iu thin way; also th* s*rvk*ea of 
other miners holding the offlm irf trus¬ 
tee* of the union. On May lat a com¬ 
mittee of three of the anion interviewed 
, Matthews, the manager, and naked for 
reinstatement of the men diambiM-d, in 
Atrder of their d i smissal. This request 
Matthews refuged., stating to the com¬ 
mittee that as Mr. Dunsmuir had rw 
fused tn n‘CA»gnix^ any union, he waa 
unwilling 'to do ao. Notice* were im¬ 
mediately iKtsted. railing a meeting of 
the union for the following day. At the 
meeting the following resolution waa 
rarried: “That because offleera dis¬ 

charged after organisation off April fttb, 
w* take a ballot on whether or not w* 
stop work till suA-h time aa the offi¬ 
cials and merabtrs who have lei* dis¬ 
criminated aggtnsr by the Wellington 
Odliery Company are reinstated in their 
proi»er order, with full recognition of 
th«* Western Federation of Miners." Ac- 
<*ording to the return given by the sec¬ 
retary to the Com mission, out Aif 
votes cast on this resolution only 12 
were opposed to It. As n reault of this 
iliebinti all df the miner* in No. 4 mine 
i|nit work. 

The organisation of the miners at 
Union into a union at this time, and the 
*tihsA<qurot declaration of strike, can¬ 
not, in our A>pinion, b* accounteo for ex¬ 
cept as part of the general scheme to 
tie up the coal supply on Y anconv.*r 
'Island, in aid of the I'.B.RE. strikers 
at Vancouver. The strike at Union w.ia 
in reality a strike in sympathy with the 
.men wb-» wat« out at Vsadysmitb, and 
I he manner in which this was pcmuri.I 
rnmiot be too oarvfutiy considered, a* 
illustrating, on Ihwone band. Lae secret 
and irrtrponatble nature of the inner 
working* of the Weatern FAMlcratlon et 
Mweru, and the deceptive prax'tlcsa of 
Rome of ha most prominent officials; and 
on the other, t-hi' comparatively simple 
manner in which a body of men may. et 
the instance of a few persons of ordinary 
and {-mining. He drawn into a 
deplorable situation, frdrt which Hr-r 
are unabk* to yxtrlcate themselves with 
out hmmliation and loan. 

Wh^Hhe exact ri'lation* w-rc at thla

The rona^dons a vasio-ja 
nod inexplicable contradictions contai>i- 
ed in the statements of this w uneas be¬ 
fore tho Commission, render unintelli¬ 
gible much of the eviiieoce given by him, 
and he cannot be tvgarded in any light 
other than as one who went to tbe limit 
In withholding from the Commission all 
information about those matt err* which 
ho thought it wjaest to hav* remain con¬ 
cealed. 

With a knowledge of the fact that Ih* 
president of the Wester# Federation it 
Denver had wirA*d to him to prevent *h© 
"Cauadian Pacific Railway from getting 
coal on Vancouver Island; and to assist 
the strikers all he could, with »hia*iele- 
gram still in his possession, uni a full 
knowledge of the reply aent, and th* 
circumuTgncea under which *t had been 
prefix red. he replied in his first examina¬ 
tion to aome of the queatioua bearing ou 
this matter aa follows:

Iu estimating tho significance of th# 
step taken in organising these miner* 
into a .union, iue kn-iwn attitude of the 
Wellington Colliery Cotupauy toward* 
union* among it* 1 mpioyeoa mod • the 
condition* of employment at tlu* time 
cannot In* t«*o carefully considered. In 
thv.ir evidence Wfor# the , i’omniisalon 
file miner* made little or no complaint 
of the wage* they hnd been earning at 
the time. Most of them, when question¬ 
ed on the subject, Uwtifiod that they 
were quite satisfied with th# scale of 
remuneration, and admitted that a* 
compared with wage* paid in other 
mine* in the provisew and elsewhers 
in America, the figures were most fa¬ 
vorable.' They all admitted that they 
ku»w that the company wa* hostile to 
th# formation of any union*, and that 
they knew the formation of a union at 
Ladysmith un’.y a month or two before 
re»p*nsihle for ths fget. that tbs 
inelh t here were jvut of work. In fact 
the eiffdan-itioii given by some of ths 
witnesseg^gj questions which wer# put 
to them wom<Jndient# that they were 
fully conscious that a dismissal of the 
|H-r«on* siec t e d UiNjtlle* in tho noton 
would i*c one of tbs* fiVbuatcp* taken by 
the company after th© orgbfiiaation wa* 
effected. TTiia probability. v|or ex¬ 
ample, wa* cited aa the reason 'Tv.r th# 
^••lectiou fi-r th* most part of ysitiM 
men to the chief execntlve offices iu tW' 
union. There was, moreover, not a 
single reason of importance given by 
any witness which would satisfactorily 
account for the formation of an organ¬ 
ization under the existing eircumstaju • «, 
and nt this particular time. A desire 
for “freedom of expreasion of npini-m ” 
for “individual liberty,** for **freedom'qjf 
liiMwty,** for tho “right to have an •> 
ganisation," were put forward by •*.# 
union officials aa ths reason* which 
•prompted tbe formation of an organlxa- 
tion. On the other hand, there waa 
nothing adduced before tho Commission 
which would point to any genera! dealr** 
on the part or tho majority for organi**- 
tion, nor doe* there appear to have beeu 
any such desire. And it ia clear that 
Baker and bis coadjutors found the tank 
of organisation difficult to carry out. 
'Had it bee n o t h erw is e , 4h» proo sd ia iia 
would hardly have been managed as «t 
has been shown thnt they were at tl’o 
mevting on April '5lh. 

Were the fact* and circumstance* sur¬ 
rounding the formation of „tbe organlaa¬ 
tion at Union at this time not of them¬ 
selves sufficient to point to an evident 
design on tk«* part of the Western Fed¬ 
eration of Miners to bring about a com¬ 
mon understanding and einmltaneotia 
action between the employeea of tbs 
Wellington Colliery Company at Lady¬ 
smith and Union, no room for do-ibt 
would lx* left from tho inrldrot* and 
event# which followed this organlaation, 
and which account for 'the strike at 
Union, w : lueh t«»ok place within the next 
month. 

A* had been anticipated bjr some of 
the miners at tbe time of organiaat’on, 
and aa already mentioned, on# after an¬ 
other uf the officials of the newly-funned 
union found thupjselves out of employ¬ 
ment very shortly after the organisation 
was formed. By the end o7 April all of 
the officer*, with .the exception of two,

Another motion 
was mad** by another miner, who sug¬ 
gested that tbe matter 1 m* left over for n 
week, that it was a serious affair, and 
that ..me sh.-uld be given to consider 
the step. «l*Mt thnt 11 sccrot MM ahould 
bo taken at tie* pit to deride the loan#. 
!M*ruN«i'»n on this point having . been 
•roused. Baker t«n»k the matter out of 
the hands of tho chairman, and step¬ 
ping to tlie front declared that all th# 
motion* were out of order, stating that, 
he had cuuk* t>* organise k branch of the 
W#atehV FedefhtlbH Itr Union.-and-that 
all tlioao who wet# not willing to Join 
the organisation should leave th# ball. 
A a n result of thi* proceeding a few of 
th# miners left the meeting. Tlie others 
mnnijied. nud th# orgauiantion wa* 
flornn-d without any motion or resolu¬ 
tion haring n##n voted upon or #ven 
dlscusmil. 

It may he well to qimt# at length the 
•©ideuce of a witness who testified 
pretty fully before tho Commission ; u 
regard t» the actual occurrence!, and 
order of events at this meeting, especial¬ 
ly aa non# of th# officer* of the union 
took exception to, or in any way con¬ 
tradicted it In regard to tho material 
points. On th# contrary, there wa* an 
evident reluctance on the part of th?ae 
officer^ to dI*cI«Msl* anything iu r«*gnrd 
to what had happened at tho meeting, 
and w# bottoto thnt th# statemebts ns 
ken* quoted from th# cvidenci* of this 
witm s* are substantially corn*ct:
